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XV.—_METEOROLGGICAL STATISTICS, 
No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for July, August, and September, 1924. 


July.—The early part of the month was characterised by a continuance of the con- 
ditions noted in the latter half of June. It will “be remembered that a decided falling 
off in the intensity of the rain-bearing disturbances was noted after the second week in that 
month, and from the 12th June to 21st July no rainfall of the regular winter type reached 
the wheat-growing areas. The intervening period, however, was not entirely rainless. 
Coastal showers were fairly frequent, penetrating at times to the Great Southern districts, 
and, in addition, two rainstorms reached the Midland, North-Eastern and Eastern agricul- 
tural districts. The first of these occurred on the 21st June and the second on the 12th 
July, while some light showers, associated with minor disturbances of similar type, also 
fell on two or three dates in the interim. 


Nevertheless the absence of general agricultural rains occasioned considerable anxiety 
until on July 21st, when an exceptionally violent storm brought gaugings to every part of 
the State between Fortescue in the North-West and Esperance in the South-East. These 
welcome falls were repeated on the 25th (together with lighter additions on the 26th and 27th), 
and for the time being, at least, completely allayed any misapprehensions regarding the out- 
come of the season. 


In the pastoral districts the month was also productive of valuable rains, the Western 
parts of the Gascoyne particularly benefiting. In the Murchison and East Gascoyne the falls, 
although distinctly useful, were much lighter, and more rain was urgently needed. The same 
remark applied to the Coolgardie Goldfields. 


In the Tropics the only falls were 0-56 inches at Onslow and 0-10 at Fortescue. 


To summarise the July results :—Over average rainfall was limited to parts of the West, 
Gascoyne, a portion of the Midland railway country, a small area in the extreme South-West, 
and two Trans-Australian stations near the South Australian border. Shark Bay, Bruns- 
wick Junction and Cape Leeuwin showed excesses of over an inch, but most of the other 
stations were only slightly above normal. With the few exceptions noted above, the agricul- 
tural areas showed shortages varying, in general, between half-an-inch and one and a-half 
inches, while on the Coast a few of the deficits exceeded three inches. The Murchison and 
Coolgardie Goldfields, and the Southern parts of the West Gascoyne, fell short of tke 
average by amounts tanging from a few points to three-quarters of an inch, while no rain 
fell at all North of Fortescue. 


Avgust.—Rainfall results for August offered a striking contrast with those for the previous 
month. 


July, it will be remembered, was exceptionally dry throughout the State, and the agri- 
cultural districts were reaching a critical stage when good falls occurred towards the close 
ot the month. These rains cleared away finally on the 27th July, and another dry spell 
ensued until 8th August. From that date until the end of the month rains of the regular 
winter type occurred. at frequent intervals. The most important falls occurred in pairs, 
the 8th and 11th, 20th and 22nd being outstanding dates, and a fine, sunny interval separat- 
ing the two earlier storms from the later ones. Finally, after a third dry period, another 
useful series of showers commenced on the 29th and lasted into September. 


[ It was notable that the earlier downpours were best developed in the Northern and Central 
agricultural areas, but as the month progressed the heavier falls gradually moved South- 
ward, until, with the concluding rains, heavy registrations were limited to the South-West 
Coast and Great Southern. To the North and East of the Wheat Belt the gaugings, in 
every instance, fell off rapidly. Some fair to moderate falls reached the Southern portions of 

_. the Gascoyne, Murchison and the South Coolgardie Goldfields, and lighter showers drifted 

' to the Northern parts of those regions, but in the tropics the month was entirely rainless. 


Slight to moderate excesses above normal were noted over the greater part of the 
agricultural districts, but most of the Northern Midland localities showed small deficiencies. 
On the South-West Coast results were variable ; in general, excesses ruled, although Rottnest 
and Cape Naturaliste’ were somewhat below the average. On the other hand Perth received 
2-80 inches above normal, Armadale 3-60, and Jarrahdale 4-32 inches. On the Yilgarn Gold- 


field the totals were,-roughly, equal to the average, but elsewhere in the Goldfields and 
through the Gascoyne, defects were general. 


September.—The month’s rainfall was, on the whole, below normal throughout the agri- 
cultural districts, as well as in the tropics and Gascoyne. The greater part of the Coolgardie 
Goldfields, however, showed an excess, which also embraced the Southern coastline and 
Trans-Australian country and an important section of the wheat belt, viz., the far Eastern 
and North-Eastern areas. A few of the Central and Northern Murchison localities were 
also included in the over-average region, 
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The chief factor responsible for these excesses was a monsoonal rainfall, which com- 
menced on the Northern Goldfields on the 7th and gradually became general, bringing 
useful and in some instances heavy gaugings to a large part of the State, especially the 
North Coolgardie and Yilgarn Goldfields, the far Eastern agricultural areas, and parts of 
the Northern Midland country. Light but general showers followed on the 12th and more 
important falls on the 18th, and between the 23rd and 26th. The first-mentioned was con- 
fined to the Coastal and agricultural country, but the two latter disturbances also affected 
the South Coolgardie Goldfields. All three, however, were disappointing over the Midland 
districts, where conditions for the concluding two-thirds of the month were very trying to 
wheat crops, especially those sown on unfallowed land.
